Toslink Optical Signal Extension Amplifier 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Toslink Optical Signal Extension Amplifier minimizes 
optical signal loss when you use long lengths of fiber-optic cable to 
connect optical digital-audio devices, such as a compact disc (CD), 
digital video disc (DVD), or mini-disc (MD) player. It amplifies weak 
signals, resulting in improved quality output. 

CONNECTION 

You must power the extension amplifier using the supplied 6V, 250- 
mA AC adapter. 


2. With another fiber-optic cable (not supplied), connect the exten- 
sion amplifier's OUT jack to the optical input of your digital audio 
equipment (such as a stereo receiver). 

Note: The output cable length should not exceed 65 feet (19.8 
meters). 

3. Connect the AC adapter’s barrel plug to the extension amplifier's 
DC 6V jack, then connect the adapter's AC plug to a standard AC 
outlet. Your extension amplifier is ready for use with the con- 
nected audio equipment. 


Cautions: 


You must use a Class 2 power source that supplies 6V 
DC and delivers at least 250 mA. Its center tip must be 
set to positive and its plug must fit the extension amplifi- 
er's DC 6V jack. The supplied adapter meets these specifications. 
Using an adapter that does not meet these specifications could 
damage the extension amplifier or the adapter. 


• Always connect the AC adapter to the extension amplifier before 
you connect it to AC power. When you finish, disconnect the 
adapter from AC power before you disconnect it from the exten- 
sion amplifier.

Note: Before connecting the extension amplifier to your digital audio 
equipment: 

• Remove the plastic plugs that protect the extension amplifier’s 
input (IN) and output (OUT) Toslink jacks from dust and debris. 


CARE 

To enjoy your extension amplifier for a long time: 

• Keep the extension amplifier dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immedi- 
ately. 

• Use and store the extension amplifier only in normal temperature 
environments. 

• Handle the extension amplifier gently and carefully. Do not drop it. 

• Keep the extension amplifier away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the extension amplifier with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the extension amplifier’s internal compo- 
nents can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. If 
your extension amplifier is not performing as it should, take it to your 
local RadioShack store for assistance.

(available at your local RadioShack store), connect the optical 
output from your digital audio equipment (such as a CD, DVD, or 
MD player) to the extension amplifier’s IN jack. 


Note: The input cable length should not exceed 16 feet (4.88 
meters).

New or reconditioned parts and products may be used in the performance of 
warranty service. Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the remainder of the 
original warranty period. You will be charged for repair or replacement of the product made after the 
expiration of the warranty period.
